Schenectady, N. Y.,—A dollar bill 
makes a noise when dropped on the 
inch-thick carpet of a new sound­ 
proofed laboratory room here 
The bill gives out a sharp whack

The room is something new in 
soundproofing. It weighs 30 tons,
